Dairy­ 
men 's fear that colored oleo would be ped d led a« butter 
carried little weight with the con gressmen . The pure 
Food an d Drug ad min istration , d elegated to en force 
labelin g laws, has carried out its d uties with n otable 
efficien cy. As for the licen se fees an d tax on un ­ 
en tered oleo, the d airy In d ustry n eed a re-ad justmen t 
If It can n ot survive without them. 
Asid e from repeal of the licen se fees an d small tax 
on un en tered oleo, repeal would mean little in 21 states, 
In clud in g Ohio. But If the sen ate supports the house 
action , n ew Impetus would be given to the repeal of 
state margarin e restriction s.
